Value of Fat 
Cattle. 


There are men who are luqky enough 


to take ?4.75 to $5.00 feeders, put them 
into the feed lot and return them to 
market in duo time at a profit, but as 
a general proposition, applicable to the 
whole cattle producing country, it c-in 
not be done. It is like horse racing. In 
the ratio of proportions the per cent- 
age of chances are largely against the 
man who buys the ticket. 


Prices for feeding cattle are rela- 


tively too high compared with beef 
cattle pi-ices, either present or pros- 
pective. At the present time beef cattle 
are selling mostly within a lange of 
$4.60 to $5.25, and the average run of 
feeding- steers of 750 pounds and up to 
$•1.25 to $5.SO, the margin between the 
feeding steer and the finished animal 
being about 40 cents. 
One year ago 


when fcit cattle were selling largely at 
$6.50 to $7.50 the country was paying 
$4.40 to $5 for the bulk of feeding cat- 
tle, and two years ago with cattle at 
$5.50 to $5.90 for the bulk, feeding 
steers were selling mostly at $4 to

of $1.00 to $1 25 between the average 
price of feeders and the average price 
of beef steers, with a few placing the 
range as high as $1.50. It would ap- 
pear from this that the present prices 
for feeding cattle are 60 to SO cents too 
high for safe investment, and feeders 
must go lower or fat 
cattle higher. 


While fat cattle prices look discourag- 
ingly low, compared with last year, 
and are at least not making the feeder 
any money, it is not found that the av- 
erage of prices is abnormally low, in 
fact, they are not far from normal as 
compared with the average prices for 
a period of fifteen or twenty years, and 
it is not logical to buy feeding steers 
at present prices in anticipation of a 
permanent advance of 60 to SO cents in 
the selling value of fat cattle—Chicago

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WALTER ELWORTHY, MEXICAN WAR VETERAN, 


STILL ACTIVELY EMPLOYED. AND 73 YEARS OLD

The survivors of the Mexican war 


have disappeared BO gradually that, 
being much concerned with our pei- 
sonal affairs and unless intimately as- 
sociated with us as individuals, they 
have gone almost without notice. 


When on stops 
to 
consider the 


flight of years and the possibilities in 
the length of time since that war clos- 
ed, he is almost inclined to doubt that 
there are now any survivors of that 
affair. Since 1848 children have been 
born, grown to manhood, man led and 
lived to be grandparents and still there 
are here some of the men who served 
in that war that closed before the 
present grandfather was born. 


There are several Mexican war vet- 


erans in Macon county and among 
them none are more active than Wal- 
ter Ehvorthy of 1061 East Eldor,#lo 
street. He enlisted at Alton as a mem- 
ber of Co. 1, Fifth Illinois Volunteers 
on June 8, 1S47—that was 
fifty-six 


years ago this month, and at that 
time lacked twenty days of being 17 
years old. When Veteran 
Elworthy 


was asked if he had to secure the con- 
sent of his parents bcfoie he enlist- 
ed, he answered that his parents were 
dead. If that had not been true ho 
would no doubt never have entertained 
a thought of going to war. lie came 
to this country with his parents from 
England four years before that time 
and after the death of his parents 
made his home with an uncle. The 
latter was a hard 
taskmaster and 


cruel, so that when there was a call 
for volunteers the prospect of being 
killed in battle offered 
inducements 


to the young man, for he felt that in 
battle he would have a chance to fight 
back and would have an even ireak. 
On that score he has never had any 
regrets, although he was frank enough 
to say that one experience as 'a sol- 
dier was all he wanted. 


Soon ofter the enlistment of El- 


worthy the regiment took passage on 
a, steamboat and went to Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kans., a short distance west 
of the present site of 
Kansas City. 


Even at that day the growth of Kan- 
sas City had been commenced but uie 
now metropolis was still in an em- 
bryotic state. The steamboats then 
used wood for fuel and at Kansas City 
there were two log cabins and many 
cords of wood. 


The Fifth Illinois did not get to 


Mexico but the soldiers had experience 
plenty for all of that. From Fort Le'av- 
emvorrh they 
march°d 
across the 


plains to Santa Fe, Nfr.v Mexico. That 
•was a tramp of eight hundred miles 
and occupied thirty-three "days. They 
were delayed by the swollen condition 
of the Arkansas which was at flood 
tide and tould not be crossed by the 
regiment. At Council Grove. Kansas, 
Col. 
N. B. Miles died and was buried 


and J. Q. Adams succeeded him in 
command. 


Ehvorthy was given up to die on 


that march and he did not know when 
it was ended—he was too sirk to 
know anything. With a young Ger- 
man, both suffering with djsentery, 
he finished that march in a "hospital 
wagon. When they reached Santa Ke 
the p;iir were dragged out of the wa- 
gon in the same blanket. The Gorman 
was dead and Klworthv apparently so. 
but ho finally recovered, and was'abio 
to go with the regiment -when they 
marchfd south beyond 
Soeorro to- 


w a r d the old Mexico line, Rut they 
never crossed the bolder. On thp way 
they received orders to stop and weie 


in camp for six weeks at a place 
known then as Big Cottonwood Grove. 
Then they marched back to Santa FJ 
air- then south again as far as Al- 
buerque. 


From that point they made a num- 


ber of marches after the Pueblo and 
Apache Indians. The totter, however 
always managed to evade an encoun- 
ter with the troops. They did one time, 
get hold of an Apache chief who was 
taken to headquarteis and held until 
pciire was made with the rcclmen. 


Klworthy says that while they did 


not have any pitched battles with the 
Mexicans their encounters with the 
half breeds about 
Albuquerque were 


Plentiful. Th.it was because the senor- 
HHK would smfle on the man wearing 
the blue clothes and brass buttons in 
preference to the scowling senor who 
regarded the soldiers as intruders and 
precipitated a fight at the earliest op- 
portunity especially if there were inore 
Mexicans than soldiers in sight. One 
night a crowd of soldiers planned to 


worked. Then he motioned to the few 
soldiers behind him and ordered them 
to search the gang. That was done 
and one pistol and only one knife was 
found. Nearly every man had a club 
however and they were all carried out 
of the house while they took turns 
dancing with the girls sqrne of the 
others would stand guard at the door 
with a brace of pistols. Klworthy said 
that he danced but hn was pleased to 
got avv'ny from lhev« /.nd felt that hp 
was especially lucky that he did not 
get hurt. 


But all of their stay there was not a 


picnic for there was much sickness. 
Elwoithy was 
neculiarly susceptible 


to the ill effects of the water and was 
ill a number of times. He considered 
himself lucky to

in one company of Bond county men 
there were thirtj 
deaths.

Commpnting upon the social condi-

There were no saloon's, 
but whisky was sold at the grocery 
stores, at nearly all such places a bar- 
rel of liquor being on-tap. In those 
days it was quite the common thing, 
the rule instead of the exception, for 
wrne to be served at sorij.1 gatherings, 
and when he was a young man Mr.

MAKES MOST"DELICIOUS SAUCE. 


This name is no doubt a corruption 


of goss of gorsebery and given both 
shrub and fruit on 
account of the 


rough thorny nature of the wild and 
only partly cultivated bush and the 
thick, coarse skin of the berry. 


Thjs shrub—the Bibes Grossularla— 


is supposed to be a native of Europe, 
but is found in all temperate regions 
of the world although the climate of 
Great Britain seems particularly fav- 
orable to its growth on account of the 
moisture as well as coolness. Goose- 
berries are among the most useful of 
our fruiis, but hold a more prominent 
place in the English cuisine than with 
us. Several varieties of berries are cul- 
tivated, some o£-the later developed 
being free from 
prickles 
and verv 


large and fine of flavor. Gooseberries 
are remarkable for the amount of free 
acid contained 
in 
them; they are 


wholesome, agreeable 
and 
very re- 


freshing, and give a most desirable 
addition to our list of early summer 
fruits. Unripe, they are very tart and 
used principally in pies, tarts, sauces 
and jelly; while the ripe berry makes 
delicious sweet dishes, preserves and 
jams. The very large, English goose- 
berry may be 
eaten 
uncooked al- 


though the skins, if eaten, make them 
rather indigestible for some p.eople. 


Botantists claim that there is little 


distinction between the gooseberry and 
currant. The difference is not strong- 
ly marked in the shrub but the fruit 
is very dissimilar in appearance. Ripe 
gooseberries are used for making sev- I \ 
eral kinds of wine—gooseberry cham-!| 
pagne being remarkably good indeed 
for an imitation. One of the principal 
eiualitips which recommends the ripe 
gooseberry to our taste is the differ- 
ent flavor added to the long and varied 
1st of those so pleasing to the palate.

Gooseberry fool is an 
English In- 


stitution and a dish well liked in our 
grandmother's time and is still a pop- 
ilar- dish with those who enjoy sour- 
sweet dishes, for the fool should be 
made of the unripe berry.

It 
can be done. 


Wore I to set about to solve this 


problem I would call a convention in 
Chicago. The delegates to that con- 
vention would be the loading members 
clerical and lay, of every denomination, 
the ablest jurists in the land, Ihe great 
sociologists, the great; physicians, and 
the greatest statesmen. Little reform 
can be brought about by the spas- 
modic efforts of small and weak or- 
ganizations. Gel together the leaders 
in every profession, and something def- 
inite e-an be done. 


What is done must be done through 


legislation. We can get legislation of 
this particular kind only when public 
sentiment demands it. 
If a thorough 


and 
widespread 
discussion 
of 
the 


causes of divorce, of its abuses, of the 
1'iwfi which are supposed to regulate 
it, is had and the glaring abuses are 
shown, then it might, perhaps, be pos- 
sible to get. some uniform and reason- 
ably stringent laws. 


It is quite doubtful whether con- 


gress has the power to regulate di- 
vorces by federal enactment, tn this 
case the only thing to do would be 
to work independently with e ich stnto 
legislature and 
endeavor 
to 
b, 


ibout the enactment of similar divorce 
regulations. 


Opposition to One Law For All. 
Many wise and good persons have 


opposed this view. The Inte K'iz-ibetl 
Cady Slanton, for one, was dclermin- 
ediy opposed to uniform legislilion on 
the ground that it would not,be to the 
best interest of women who ought, in 
her judgment, to have every facility 
to obtain divorce if such a thing was 
desirable. I take issue with that view, 
and reg;'id sue-h argument as a two- 
edged sword, for easy divorce, while 
in some cases a blessing to women, in 
general would be in tho highest degree 
inimical to her best interests. 


The divorce problem must be looked 


upon from an ethical or sociological 
viewpoint, as well as from the assumed 
teachings of biblical or divine law. In 
the first place, it is nol to divorces, but 
to marriages, that attention should bo 
tin-nod. Divorce does nejt follow :r wise 
m i r r i a g e . 
Hut if a woman sells her- 


self for a tide, or any other considera- 
tion, she piofancs marriage and must 
suffer tho e-onso<|uences. Let 
us see 


thai iriai riages are contra'ted for love 
alone, and that people who marry do 
so for life. 


This would shut off hasty marriages.

England Has a Monroe "Doctrine of Her 
L 


RD LANSDOWNE'S recent an- 


nouncement that Great Britain 
will permit no power to es- 
tablish a naval base or fortified 


port in the Persian gulf was of world- 
Vide importance in that it served 'notice 
that the long slumbering lion had at 
last been aroused and realized that 
something must be done to re-establish 
his rapidly diminishing prestige. 
The 


"something" in this case was nothing 
niore or less than the application of the 
Monroe doctrine to the Persian gulf. 
One of its immediate effects, unless 1he 
powers disregard the warning, will bo 
the abandonment of the proposed Uoyal 
Ottoman Bagdad railway, which had 
for its terminus the gulf seaport Ko- 
Weit. It is certain that the construction 
of the road is at least temporarily 
checked, for British capitalists, aware 
of the changed attitude of ttieir govern- 
ment, had already decided to withdraw 
from the enterprise, and under present 
conditions it will be practically impos- 
sible for the promoters to float their 
Block. 


It goes without saying that Lord 


.Lansdowne's statement, although os- 
tensibly directed to all the powers, i.s 
primarily aimed at Russia, long a men- 
ace to British, supremacy not. only in 
Persia, but in India, and now display- 
ing, as evidenced in the case of Man- 
churia, keener land grabbing proclivi- 
ties than any othei; nation. By subsi- 
dizing the shah Russia is already the 
paramount influence in northern Per- 
sia. 
but has been thwarted in her 


schemes for aggrandizement 
in 
the 


south owing to the fact that she had 
no outlet on the gulf. It is an open se- 
cret in St. Petersburg that she hoped 
to find such an outlet by means of the 
construction of the Bagdad railway anil' 
that in any event she was determined 
sooner or later to push a road from the 
tTranscaspian railway, which runs par- 
allel to Persia's northern border, and 
build at the head of the gulf a new Port 
Arthur. 


It is this scheme which Great Britain 


has rcsoh-erl at all hazards to nip in the 
bud, but it is not too much to say that 
.her awakening is the result not of dip- 
lomatic astuteness, but of public clamor 
against the Anglo-German entangle- 
ment which had as one phase the Vene- 
zuela farce and was to have as another 
the building of the Asia Minor railroad, 
V-hich, so far as England was con- 
cerned, might easily develop into a 
tragedy. 


The alliance has proved a source of 


never ending amusement in diploinaic 
circles, where it is considered that Ger- 
many has been pulling the wool over 
England's eyes in ludicrous fashion. It 
was pointed out by the German capi- 
talists who were anxious to secure Brit- 
ish co-operation that the Bagclad-Ko- 
•weit scheme would not only be of in- 
calculable benefit to British trade by 
providing a short cut to India, but that ' 
the road, joining Constantinople w i t h 
Hongkong by way of northern Pales- 


tine, Persia, India and Burma, might 
ultimately become to southern Asia 
what the Transsiberian railway is to 
northern Asia. It was further shown 
that, running as it largely would among 


ter into an alliance with, for Instance, 
Russia, nothing would be easier than 
the transformation of the road Into an 
actual menace to Great Britain, afford- 
ing as it would a means of tr.ansporta-' 


tion for men and arms from Russian 
territory lo the head of the gulf. 
Had 


Great Britain recognized this It !H in- 
credible to suppose that she would have 
fostered the project. Instead nbe would 
have opposed It bitterly, as xhe'lx now 
doing. AM It i.s, ."he could not have de- 
livered a more telling blow than Lord 
Lansdowne's ultimatum, for without a 
fortified seaport the military possibili- 
ties of the road would be well nigh de- 
stroyed, and with them would go"much 
of the necessity for it. 


From the British point of view Lord 


Lansdownc's declaration that England 
will under no circumstances allow the

plains which might easily be restored to 
their pristine fertility, the road was 
bound to develop the country in a way 
undreamed of since the days when 
Babylon and Nineveh were in their 
pride, and th.at. Mesopotamia would 
thus become once more the granary of 
the east. 


As the promoters were 
careful to 


point out, a line of rail already exists 
in Asia Minor, beginning at Scutari and 
running to Konjeh, the ancient Iconium 
of St. Paul's time. It was proposed to 
bring the road from that point by way 
of Ailana, Mosul, .Bagdad.and Bussora 
to Koweit, a total length of 1,440 miles, 
at a cost of $100,000,000. The necessary 
concessions had been obtained from the 
sultan, who had also made certain guar- 
antees of more or less value from the 
standpoint of security. Great engineer- 
ing problems would be involved, espe- 
cially in the section crossing the Tau-
